Houses, Barns, Bridges and Culverts 
J^Were Swept Away In tbe Bash oi 


Water Through tbe Valley—Old 
Course of tbe Elver Diverted _^ ^_ 


» 
/ Springfield, Mass., April 23.—During 
today at least the Boston and Albany 
railroad will run no trains through to 
^Le west, owing to the damage done 
at Chester and Middlefield by the break- 
Ing of the reservoir dam at Flush Hol- 
low Sunday night. At present no tick- 
ets are being sold over tbe Boston and 
'Albany for points west of'Westfield, 
two stations west of here, and four sta- 
tions this side of Chester. 


A special to The Union from Middle- 


field says: 
For three miles through 


tbe beautifal Middlefield valley there is 
nothing but destruction and ruin as the 
result of the great flood of Sunday 
evening. 
Where was formerly 
the 


rcseriolr, a mile and a half long and 
covering nearly 200 acres, there is now 
but a diminutive pond, from which 
flows the receding river through the 
gorge in the dam that croke away. 


Down tbe stream at the Boston and 


Albany railroad nothing is ieft but a 
few granite blocks and the rails of the 
arch bridge that spanned the Factory 
river and the highway leading up to 
Middlefield Centre. - The flood carried 
lu Its wake houses and barns, bridges 
and culverts. 
It made great gullies 


la the highways and did thousands of 
dollars' 
damage. 
But nobody was 


drowned, and so far as can be learned 
not a single person was injured, al- 
though there were a number of narrow 
escapes.

TALK WITH AGUINALDO 


In Which He Reiterates His 


Desire For Peace 


WILL USE BEST EFFOBTS 


Toward Inducing All Insurgent* to 


Surrender—Has Been IJed to Believe 
That American Sovereignty la Pref- 
erable to Independence 


Manila, April 23.—A representative ot 


the Associated Press visited Aguinaldo 
yesterday at 56 Solnno street, whithei 
he was removed from the Malacanan, 
and found him in a large room upstairs, 
furnished with a table, a typewriting 
machine, three settees and 2l* chairs. 
His wife, who was entertaining -a, num- 
ber of Filipino women friends, sat at 
one end of the room, whilt; Aguinaldo, 
smoking a cigar and chatting with Ben- 
ito Legardo, occupied the opposite cor- 
ner. 


Others present were Lieutenant Col- 


onel Mallory, who has charge of Ag- 
uinaldo; Lieutenant Youugberg and Mr. 
Fisher, general MaOArthur's secretary. 


Aguiualdo, whoso bearing was court- 


eous and dignified, 
was dressed in 


white, looked well and altogether made 
an excellent impression. Legardo, who 
lias recently returned from the United 
States, was telling him about the trip, 
lie seemed intensely interested and in- 
quired particularly as to what President 
Mcivinley said and seemed anxious to 
know what was thought of him in the 
United States. 


He was rather reluctant to talk for 


publication, and considered every ques- 
tion carefully before answering. 
He 


eaid he was doing all he could to assist 
In the pacification of the Philippines, 
and expressed himself as surprised at 
what the Americans had accomplished. 
When he was first captured, he said, 
lie was greatly astonished to find that a 
majority of the Filipinos entertained 
the opinion that American sovereignty 
was preferable to independence, but 
now he was inclined to believe that way 
himself. 
He explained that, since the

. Modified Sufficiently to Receive Re-

With the permission of the minister of 
public instruction, General Van Novski, 
the students held a meeting and, after 
a four hours' debate, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution by a vote of 1561 to 
228: 


"The students, confiding in the gov-

Biring to give time to accomplish neces- 
sary reforms, resolve to beg the min- 
ister not to begin lectures In the spring, 
and to defer the examinations until 
autunm, when they could be attended 
by comrades who a're now excluded, be- 
cause in the contrary event, the diffi- 
culties might arise in the universities 
which we wish to avoid." 


The students were entirely alone, ex- 


cept for the presence of the chief beadle. 
Ten addresses were made, most of them 
moderate, and the temper of the meet- 
ing was distinctly conservative. 


The meeting, in a certain souse, was a 


continuation of that held Saturday, the 
same student presiding, but the more 
radical resolutions adopted Saturday 
were not accepted. The Saturday meet- 
ing had been forbidden, but the rector 
finally opened the hull and 400 students 
were present. 
They demanded the re- 


call of the absent students. 


It is believed that the resolutions 


adopted yeesterday will render thoso 
passed Saturday nugatory, and will re- 
ceive respectful consideration by the 
government. 
One of the speakers yes- 


terday related a conversation he had 
Sunday with Senator Aeschaninoff- and 
the new minister, M. Mechianinoff. who 
emphasized the statement that the gov-

"STEVE BLUE" DEAD. 


Found Dead in Bed at Town Farm Yes- 
terday. Last of Town's OW Characters. 


Stephen Ballou commonly knov/n as 


"Steve Blue'' the last of the town's 
old characters, was found dead in bed 
at the town farm yesterday morning. 
The cause of his death wag chronic 
Bright's disease, but he had been fail- 
ing- for a long time and his death was 
expected. He was 89 years old. 


"Steve Blue" though not a character 


of as much note as Bill Prait, the saw- 
buck philosopher, or Abe Bunter, the 
Negro centenarian had held his t>lace 
among the character sketches of the 
town. He wag the last descendant of 
an old family of the name of Ballou, 
who lived in White Oaks for two gen- 
erations or more. The Ballous occupied 
a small house above the present house 
of Stephen Montgomery, who lives on 
the road running north east from the 
White Oaks school house, and for years 
the family sold baskets of their own 
make and white sand for scrubbing 
purposes in the village^ 


There was at that time much mys- 


tery regarding the place from, which 
the sand was secured, but the Balloua 
were shani enough nottotellwherethey 
found it. When one or another asked 
them where they got it, they would 
reply. Oh; we got it." 


There were five brothers 
the onlv 


children of John Bailout 
and one ot 


these, Aaron, was a cripple, nearly 
doubled together, his head almost be- 
tween his legs, who was often seen 
on the street, and who died on Oak hill, 
May 30, 1876, Another brother, Amasa, 
with three others, was frozen to death! 
In the road over Petersburg pass on the 
night of April 16, 1857. A flog was with 
the party and was alive when the louif 
people were found the following day. 


Stephen Ballou was born in. Williams' 


town and had always lived here. He be 
came a town charge in 1886, and has 
been at the town farm since it was 
bought by th© town.

Practically UaknofTB m Year Ago, 


Hi* Market Letter* Are How Con- 
sidered the Mont Ileliafcle Iicueti 
by Any Operator—Very Nervous and 
High Struoj; la Dinpoaltloa. 
George H. Phillips, the Chicago corn 


king, the man. before whom Patten 
and Cudahy have been forced to bow, 
the prime mover in the November com 
corner in Chicago last ta.ll, has again 
been successful in his heavy opera- 
tions. The boy speculator, unknown 
to last fall, whose "nerve" and confi- 
dence is unlimited, is now the central 
figure on the Chicago board of trade, 
and his trades on commission run up 
Into the millions each day, writes a 
staff correspondent of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 
His clerical force is 


kept working nlfht and day, Sundays 
and holidays, cheeking op trades. 


Associated with T. A. Cleag* and 


William Lettwich of St. Louis, Mr. 
Phillips was enabled to pick up nearly 
all the long corn In both the local and 
the Chicago market. His purchasing 
began when the option was first traded 
in and continued until the high point 
was reached 
"aturday, March 30, 


when May corn at Chicago sold at 44% 
cents, the highest point the future has 
Bold at in six years. 


Mr. Phillips is what may be termed 


a statistician bull. He founds his pre- 
dictions on prices for the different com- 
modities after carefully figuring up 
what the country has on hand and 
what demands are to be met. He be- 
lieves in sentiment molding a market, 
but he himself trys to turn sentiment 
in his direction. Since 1892, when he 
first began "trading on the board of 
trade, he has been predicting 40 cents 
and better for the cash grain. In 1899 
he sent out circulars to his friends in 
the country giving them figures on the 
situation and predicting a big advance 
In corn values. His predictions were 
not fulfilled till November, 1900, when 
the corn corner was successfully op- 
erated. 


Mr. PhiDips a year ago was practical- 


ly unknown on the floor of the board 
of trade. Now he is known through- 
out the country as the most successful 
corn manipulator in the west. His 
customers are from every state and 
territory in the United Slates, and or- 
ders have come to him from Canada. 
He is young, very young in fact, but he 
is now the most conspicuous figure on 
the board of trade, and his market let- 
ters are considered the most reliable 
Issued by any operator. Mr. Phillips 
has grown up with the grain business, 
and there is not a part of the trade 
that he Is not intimately acquainted 
with. 
He has served his apprentice- 


ship in nearly every capacity, from 
sample clerk up to a pit salesman. Mr. 
Phillips says: 


"Fifteen years ago my highest aspi- 


ration was to be a pit salesman, with 
a salary of perhaps $15 a week. Later 
I wanted to grow a mustache and be 
allowed to take charge of some ele- 
vator at $100 a month. Then I thought 
I would be rich and could marry." 


The first knowledge of the grain busi- 


ness that Mr. Phillips received was 
from his father, who conducted an ele- 
vator trade at Morris, Ills., where 
George H. Phillips was born. 
Mr. 


Phillips says, "The first I ever learned 
of an elevator was from jumping into 
the wheat bins in my father's elevator 
at Morris, Ills." 


Mr. Phillips graduated 
from 
the 


hijli school at Morris in 1886 ana came 
immediately to Chicago, expecting, as 
he said, to be welcomed with open 
arms and to be offered all kinds of re- 
munerative positions. But he soon came 
to earth. There were no city officials 
at the train waiting to receive him. 
His diploma from the Morris High 
school did not make the impression 
that it was expected to do, and he took 
a position at a salary of $4 a week as 
a sample clerk for the receiving agent 
of the Chicago and Alton. Here he 
staid seven months and then, at a 
salary of $7 a week, was employed by 
the George A. Beaverns Grain com- 
pany. 


"What knowledge I have of the grain 


business I owe to Mr. Seaverns," says 
Mr. Phillips. 
"He instructed me ia 


every branch of the business." 


For this company Mr. Phillips work- 


ed until 1S92 nnd then went on the 
board of trade for the first time. Mr. 
Seaverns bought him a membership in 
the board of trade and put him there 
as cash grain buyer. In 1S04 Mr. Phil- 
lips weut into the employ of H. H. 
Carr and there worked till 1899, when 
the firm o£ Phillips & Hoge was form- 
ed. This lasted till June, 1900, when 
Mr. Phillips finally went into business 
for himself. 
The firm of George H. 


Phillips & Co. was formed, with Mr. 
Phillips as the senior partner and 
Joshua R. Collins and Daniel Hill as 
associate partners. 


Mr. Phillips does the bulk Of the pit 


trading of the firm, but still has an in- 
timate knowledge of the trades of

money to pay their hired help. They 
continued to write letters to the firm 
asking If it was not possible to get a 
little more for their corn if they load- 
ed it into the cars themtelves ant1 


Shipped it direct to us. I wrote sev- 
eral letters to farmers la Nebraska 
and told item to hold their corn a lit- 
tle longer, as butter times were sure tc 
come. I said, 'Your land will be worth 
from ?CO to $100 per acre, and corn 
will soon, sell at 40 cents in the Chica- 
go market.' The 40 cent mark was a 
little slow in corning, but it has now 
come, and I tiHnk it will remain. 


"I never make a trade, never buy a 


bushel of grain on tl:« board of xraue 
for future delivery, ttiat I do not expect 
to receive and a a prepared to dispose 
of in the event of 'the delivery. Many 
commission men as the delivery date 
approaches advise their customers to 
cell out the future of which they are 
long and bay the nest crop position. 
In this way the market for the first fu- 
ture is depressed by the selling, ane! 
the more reniri» crop position is ad- 
vanced by the sealing. The spread be- 
tween the two months is therefore 
widened. 


"But if traders would insist on the 


delivery of the long stuff the market 
would be kept in a much healthier con- 
dition, and depressed prices and hard 
times would be more rare. America 
uses and sells 2,OGO,CGO,GOO bushels of 
corn each year. This is as much a.« 
the usual crop. The likelihood of a 
crop failure means a big advance in 
cash values. 


"In 1899, when corn was 30 cents, 1 


predicted 40 cent corn within the nest 
few years. "We were then living up tc 
our production, and higher prices mus: 
inevitably come. As we continue to 
live up to our production-the amount of 
grain at primary towns will be en- 
croached upon and higher prices will 
follow. The farmer should not be an 
anxious seller of corn even at 40 cents. 
Hogs will shell corn and eat it off the 
cob and walk up into, the car, saving 
ail the expense of shelling and rn lining 
the corn through an elevator. 


"The man that will make the money 


will be the one who will hold his giyiiu 
till the market has passed the 50 dant 
mark. There is no reason why corn 
should not sell at 40 cents all the time. 
It costs that to produce the grain and 
give the farmer a reasonable profit for 
his labor." 


The corn king is 32 years old ana 


for nine years has been married. He 
has three children. In appearance Mr. 
Phillips does not look to-be much over 
20. His smooth face and his slight fig- 
ure suggest youlh. He is extremely 
Blight in build, weighing about 125 
pounds and being 5 feet 7% inches in. 
height. His hair is light and fluffy, 
and he wears it parted on the extreme 
left side. His eyes are gray. 


He is an animated talker, becoming 


greatly interested in 'whatever subject 
he is discussing, espccialiy-tho different 
situations that influence the grain mar- 
kets. 
Every movement iof his body 


shows him to be of a very nervous 
and high strung disposition. His most 
peculiar gesture is one commonly seen 
on the floor of the board of trade. Two 
fingers of the right hand wagged sud- 
denly up, as if be were bidding in the 
pit on the board of trade. This gesture 
is unconsciously made, but in the 
course of a conversation is seen many 
times. 


If ever there was a specimen of pent 


up energy, Mr. Phillips is the man. 
Nervous and strung to the highest 
pitch, he holds himself together and 
attends to a hundred and one things 
that, only he can see to. He is proba- 
bly the hardest worker in his office. 
There is not a, clerk or messenger boy' 
who docs not know that the hardest 
working man in the office is George H. 
Phillips. He is the first man in the 
office and among the last to leave. He 
rises at 6 o'clock and has his breakfast 
at 6:45 nnd then goes immediately to 
his office. During the first three years 
after he came to Chicago Mr. Phillips 
states that he did not once see his fami- 
ly, being at the elevator office at 6:30 
in the morning and not leaving till 
sometimes as late as 3 o'clock in the 
morning. During that time his only 
recreation was writing each evening to 
his mother and father. 
No matter 


how tired he might be, he never forgot 
to write his evening letter. Ho docs 
everything moderately and even in his 
diet is very cr.reful to cat only those 
dishes that build up the system, keep- 
ing the body ia the most healthy condi- 
tion. 


Mr. Phillips, as has been aptly said, 


is the aid of nature and not a plunger. 
He does not aspire to rule the Chicago 
market and only buya in large quanti- 
ties when he thinks that the situation 
warrants higher prices, as lie feels at 
present regarding corn. He feels that 
the situation favors higher prices for 
the coarse grain and. as an .aid to na- 
ture, helps to advance the grain mar- 
ket Mr. Phillips says: 


"If it were in my power to advance

wounds, recently returned from Eu- 
rope with Montagu White. In an inter- 
view with a New York World reporter 
the other day Captain von Lossberg 
said: 


"I talked with General Louis Botha 


before I came away. 'You may go,' 
he told me. 'You have fought well. I 
give you your discharge. When you 
come back, we shall be free or, fight- 
ing, I shall fill a patriot's grave. Go, 
my boy. God be kind to you.' 


"That is the kind of men who fight 


for the Ecer cause," continued Captain 
von Lossberg. "The English have vio- 
la ced every law of civilized warfare. 
They have armed 5,000 Kaffirs, who 
are in Steinacher's horse, which is the 
ecum of South Africa. They fight like 
the Hessians fought you —for hire. 
They get 12 shillings a day. 
They 


plunder and pillage everybody, young 
and old alike. 


"When I was wounded, I was put in 


a Hod Cross ambulance and started for 
Lourenco Marques. We were held up 
by 50 Kaffirs, who wore nothing but 
breechclouts and carried British rifles. 
They took everything we had and turn- 
ed me back to Pretoria. I complained 
of the violation of the Red Cross <1ag 
and robbery to the British offici-rs. 
They investigated and admitted tLit 
I had been shamefully treated. They 
promised restitution 'after the war.' 


"You 
Americans have little concep- 


tion of the resources of the Boers. 
General Delarey alone has 3,000,000 
rounds of ammunition. We have 20 
guns and a Long Tom. The latter is 
hidden for future need. We need noth- 
ing but ambulances and surgical sup- 
plies. 


"The Holland societies sent us three 


ambulances and nurses several months 
ago via Lourenco Marques. The Brit- 
ish there had them held up, and they 
.B-.« ttare yet, while our men are dying 
tor the need of them. 


"Our forces are distributed like this: 


Deiarey has 6,000 men, Botha 4,000, Da 
Wet 5,000, and the rest'are in flying 
corps. 
They constantly harass the 


British. Most of our men are fighting 
eouth of Pretoria. 
The Americans 


with our army, and particularly the 
Irish-Americans, are doing magnificent 
fighting. One of the latter was a ser- 
geant major in the Sixth Massachu- 
setts regiment. The Irish-Americans 
prevented the capture of our Long Torn 
by their bravery at Leydenberg. They 
fought like fleuds. 


"The English have 100,000 men tied 


up guarding the railroad at Port Eliz- 
abeth, New London, Durham and Cape 
Town. Last November a lot of mules 
and horses for their army reached Lou- 
renco Marques. Only the French con- 
sul protested. The German and Amer- 
ican consols were mute. 
Portugal 


heeded the French protest and made 
the ships unload elsewhere out of Por- 
tuguese territory. 


"Our winter season begins in May 


and ends in September. The Boers will 
take to the hills until It is over. They 
have little baggage to impede their mo- 
bility, while the British troops are 
weighted down. We will play havoc 
with them when the winter sets in." 


The captain denied that General De 


Wet is insane. 


"He is the most dangerous 'Insane 


man' that England ever coped with," 
he said. "General De Wet is a mili- 
tary genius. He has made his raw 
troops into one of the best disciplined 
and most dangerous forces in the 
world. 
They love him like a father 


and would follow him into the very 
jaws of death."

Each Power Should Accept Tfcem 


For Specific Amount Due to It, He 
Snr». Ratter Tlina Have Clilaa Bo?- 
*ovr In » Lamp Sum Azsx*gc,t» 
Amocnt e£ Ittdcu&AiiticB !3e2RamA&4l. 


According to a telegram from our cor- 


respondent at Peking, Sir Robert Hart, 
who for many years has been main- 
tained by the Chinese government in 
the office of commissioner of maritime 
customs, has lately had a conference on 
the inderhuity question with a commit- 
tee appointed by the foreign ministers, 
says the New iork Suu. He explained 
in detail a plan by which, in his opin- 
ion, China coulfi raise the money to pay 
the vaiious Claims. As, In spite of Ger- 
many's opposition, his plan met with 
the approval of a majority of the com- 
mittee, we may probably assume that 
it will be ultimately adopted. 


The scheme proposed by him Is that 


China shall not attempt to borrow in a 
lump sum the aggregate amount of the 
indemnities demanded, but that each 
power shall accept Chinese bonds for 
the speciiic amount due to It and that 
these bonds shall be redeemed within 
a certain limit of time, say 50 years. 
The securities for the redemption of 
these bonds are to be not the customs 
duties, no increase of wlin.li for the 
purpose is now proposed, but the fol- 
io v, ing revenues, to wit: The likin, the 
tax on opium and "the regular tax on 
house owners.1' Let us see what these 
revenues now yield. 


According to the Chinese board of 


revenue, the total collections of the 
liluu, or inland transit dues, in all the 
18 provinces amount to 17,000,000 or 
18,000,000 taels. The tael, it should be 
remembered, is" worth about 70 cents 
'in gold. According to General James 
H. WUson, however, these figures in- 
clude, first, the likin on foreign opium, 
amounting to about 1,000,000 taels, 
which is accounted for in the maritime 
customs 
returns, and, 
second, 
the 


likin on salt, estimated at nearly 7,000,- 
000 taels, which appears in the sepa- 
rate official statement of the product of 
the salt monopoly. General Wilson's 
deduction is that the actual yield of the 
likin aside from foreign opium and 
salt, otherwise accounted for, is only 
from 9,000,000 to 10,000,000 taels. If 
we accept the last named figure, the 
present annual value of the likin in 
gold would not exceed $7,000,000. What 
has Sir Robert Hart in mind when, 
among the revenues to be pledged for 
the indemnities, he specifies the tax on 
opium? We have already seen that a 
tax on foreign opium amounting to 
about 1,000,000 taels Is accounted for 
In the maritime customs returns from 
the treaty ports. According- to General 
Wilson, however, foreign opium sup- 
plies also =i large part of the return, es- 
timated at 6,000,000 taels, from native 
maritime and inland custom houses 
which are not under Sir Robert Hart's 
Bupervlsion. There is of course a great 
quantity of domestic opium produced 
which is taxed as it passes from place 
to place In the course of distribution, 
but as this tax figures in the likin wo 
have already accounted for it in the 
10,000,000 taels attributed to that 
source. As to foreign opium, although 
exact data on the subject are not ob- 
tainable, it seems to follow from what 
Is said above that the combined annual 
yield of the duties imposed on it at 
treaty ports, nontreaty ports and in- 
land custom houses can hardly exceed 
8,000,000 or 4,000,000 taels, or, say at 
the outside, $2,800,000 in gold. 


What is meant by "the regular tax 


on house owners?" In General Wil- 
son's exhaustive account of China's fis- 
cal system we find no reference to an 
impost described in the terms quoted, 
and we infer that what our corre- 
spondent has in view is the well 
known land tax which In China has 
been long looked upon as the principal 
source of revenue. As we pointed out 
on a previous occasion, the yield of 
this tax for all the provinces should, 
according to the Chinese red book, 
amount to 32,845,474 taels in silver 
and to 4,S5G,SS2 piculs of rice, or to 
about 40,000,000 taels in all. This as- 
fcessnicnt, however, was fixed at about 
the beginning of the century and is 
considerably In excess of the sum 
actually collected. General 
Wilson 


computes that in the years preceding 
the outbreak of the Boxer troubles 
the annual return from this source 
was not more than 27,500,000 taels, or 
rather more than 520,000,000 in gold. 
At the same time, General Wilson 
thinks that the imperial government 
could easily raise an annual income 
from this source alone of 104,000.000 
tnels If a tax of only a quarter of a 
tael per acre per year on the land 
actually under cultivation were impos- 
ed and honestly collected. 


To sum up, we find that the revenues 


upon which Sir Robert Hart would 
make the aggregate indemnity due to 
foreign powers 'i first charge now rep- 
resent or would represent if peace aad 
order were restored a total annual rev- 
enue of ?29,800,000, which, however, 
"Jrccordinpr to General Wilson, could be 
largely augmented. Of course 
the 


•whole amount of this revenue has 
been hitherto required for imperial aad 
provincial purposes, and it is difficult 
to see how China could afford to set 
aside more than a third of it for the 
interest and sinking fund Incident to 
bonds redeemable in 50 years. 


If no more than this can be done, the 


aggregate indemnity should not ex- 
v.cod $200,000,000, for even this sum 
would require China to provide at 
least 5 per cent, or $10,000,000, annual- 
ly for interest and amortization.

The 


troubles 'of tha trio have been aired 
in court, and they were of a character 
to lead Judge Phelps to strongly ad- 
vise Desanto to leave the Laina home, 
which he promised to do and did, but 
later he returned. Since then there 
has been/ further trouble, and last Fri- 
day night, according to the state- 
ments of Laina, this assumed a more 
serious form. He states that Desanto 
and his wife attempted to mutilate his 
pprs'oii with a knife, inflicting an» in- 
jury which necessitated the services 
of a surgeon. Laina then concluded 
that the circumstances called for legal 
actiorJ and reported the matter to the 
police, who took prompt steps, fear- 
ing that delay might result in a still 
more serious outcome. 


At the trial toZa.y Dr. Millard testi- 


fied regarding Livina's wound, and con- 
siderable evidence was taken from De- 
santo and Mr and Mrs. Laina, Officer 
Rosasco acting as interpreter. The tes- 
timony was more or less contradictory, 
but left no room to doubt that the fam- 
ily circle has been an unhappy one.

ing him pay half the rent. After the 
evidence was in the court 
decided 


there was nothing to hold the defen- 
dants on the charge against them and 
they were discharged.
